If money or currency had us other function than 
to accommodate the convenience of the internal 
exchanges of the country, token money, pro- 
vided it could not be imi and provided the 
Government would put a limit to its issue, would 
in all respects answer the fingéncial and commercial 
needs of the State; but as scon as the nation has 
commercial and financial relations with the rest of 
the world, to provide t the fluctuation of 
the standard of money the first necessity . 
This is easily demonstra by the experience of 
the last sixteen years in Our own affairs. For 
instance, many of our most solvent States 
had borrowed money before 1861. They promised 
to pay the interest in Collate, which then meant 
cither a dollar in gold or a dollar in silver. The 
latter was a fiction, as a ver dollar of 412% 
grains was worth 103 in gold. Well. then, the 
necessities of war made the rument assume 
the power of issuing an irtedeemable paper cur- 
rency, which was always, Still is, below par in 
gold. Now, although the Govérnment made this 
currency a legal-tenderin al transactions and debts 
an bp except for duties for interest on the 

ublic debt, yet it is well kon that any debtor 

tate which took advantage of this legal right paid 

A HEAVY FINANOMAL PENALTY, 

and, what is still more, was branded as dishonest, 
simply because international financial usage de- 
mands that @ promise to pay money (unless other- 
wise strictly stipulated) shall be redeemed in that 
standard of coin or metal which bas the surest in- 
ternational non-fluctuating valg@e. Surely the very 
fact of the United States paying its interest, not 
only in coin, but in that cold which is acknowl- 
edged as nun-fluctuating, bas raised the national 
credit and made a reduction of interest of 50 per 
cent possible. Thus, then, it will be seen that, 
unless we place our whole financial system in 
jeopardy, we have no other alternative butte 
— ourselves in the strictestaccord with the non- 

actuating standard of money assumed by the 
commercial and financial nations of the world. 

The Latin Union, which adopted the bimetallic 
standard, hae, in the strictest sense, since 1873 
ceased to be a pure and simple bimetallic compact, 
and for this reason, viz. : first, the free coinage of 
silver is prohibited, except for subsidiary coi : 
second, although the Bankof France holds * 
000, 000 francs of silver, yet that metal is not paid 
out — the people, for the simple reason that 
it is fe it would damage the financial system of 
the country. 


A VERY SIGNIFICANT FACT, 
as stated in these columns by a correspondent, 
happened in Lille in September last. The Branch 
B of France at that 1d its depositors in 
large quantities of ver. The depositors de- 
murred, and appealed to the head office in Paris. 
The excuse of the Lille manager was, that in so 
large a manufacturing town it was supposed that 
silver would be rather preferred; yet the order of

Thus we see plainly that the 
Bank of France has a _ gigantic silver 


elephant on hand which it cannot dispose of. In 
tue meantime, no further silver is coined. If we 
remonetize silver and make it free in coinage and 
unlimited in legal-tender, we must be prepared to 
face several very important changee. Firei—We 
declare that 92 cents gold is equivalent to one dol- 
lar, and to that degree there must naturally be a 
depreciation of all public and private investments 
that are now held at 4 par. Our bonds, say the 
4 per cents. now selling at par, would fall to 92, 
and ali the rest in proportion. But this in itself, 
although serious enough, would be followed by 
THE GREATER CALAMITY 

of financial communities abroad not only refusing 
all future financial! transactions with us, but rush- 
ing in to get rid of the securities they hold against 
us, and thereby placing us in a®tate of panic. And 
a still worse feature of it would be that, although 
we would be forced, through our owa interest, to 
rectify the financial blunder, yet when rectified it 
would take years for the moral effect to be 
effaced. 

Second—Present experience has fully proved that 
silver is fluctuating in price. If this fluctuation can- 
not be overcome (and it certainly cannot be unless 
by international agreement of commercial nations 
to take silver at a fixed rute), the old deplorable 
feature of irredeemabie paper money must assert 
itself. It may not be known to the country at 
large, but it is a fact well known to every man en- 

ed in commerce, that the consumer pays always 
in excess of the premium on gold. The merchant, 
in order to secure himself, raisce the price of the 
premium on gold and charges it on his commodi- 
ties simply to be on the safe side; and at this pres- 
ent time, although gold has been for months only 
at 2% to 3 per cent premium, yet there is, perhaps,

Their names are Hugh, John, Mike, and 
Tommy, and there is not a crime on 
the statute-book that they have 
pot among them committed.

others as come in his way. He is growing up 
from a smart little thief tothe eminence of a

The origin of this remarkable family of beast- 
ly and brutal criminals has nothing remarkable 
in ft, except perhaps it be that they come from 
comparatively decent parents.

‘There are scores of drunk- 
en men beaten and robbed, of strumpets choked 
until they gave up their poor earnings, of men 
bunkoed and then run out of town, of comrades 
robbed and deserted, which have never appeared 
in the papers, or which were mentioned only 
casually. During the last ten years hardly a 
wech hee olapocd in vue OF them has not 
been guilty of acrime, and during that long 
period none of them except when at Joliet has 
earned an honest dollar. It is sincereiy to be 
hoped that, now that three of them, the worst 
of the gang, have been arrested on a serious 
charge where there is ample testimony to prove 
it, there will be no delay on the part of the 
State’s Attorney and the police authorities in 
giving them their dues and sending them to 
Joliet for not less than ten years apiece. For 
the question is getting to be aserious one to 
this city whether it can afford to have such in- 
famous dogs as these men in its midst. No de- 
cent man can walk the streets with anything 
like security while they are at liberty, because 
they may take a liking to bis watch or even to 
his life, and there has been no law found yet 
that can hold them to any sort of responsi- 
bility. One of them (the biggest thief, 
the dirtiest coward, and the vilest cur of the lot) 
has ioudly boasted of his intention to mash“ 
one or twoof the newsgatherers of this city. If 
the general public were half as ready to blow a 
hole through a Garrity as the threatened men 
are, ay would all four bave gone to their 
deserts long before this. There is not exactly a 
law commanding one to kill a snake or a Garri- 
ty, but, in view of the character of both, it is 
donbtful whether it would be any more murder 
in one case than in the other.

A TRIP TO STARVED ROCK. Zs, 

Mr. William Bross then read the following 
paper: 

On the 12th of last June Dr.. Andrews, his son 
Frank, and myself. made an excursion to 
**Starved Rock“ and Deer Park, in La 
County. My notice of the trip will de eon 
mainly to the to hy of the section visited, 
leaving tomy friend, r. Andrews, the interes 
geological facts which his keen and careful 
culture will enable him to present in his graphic 
style for the considerdtion of the. v. 

o reach these interesting objects, take the 
evening 5 o'clock trainef the Rock Island Rail- 
way; stop at Utica, a few miles below Ottawa, 
where mine host Fradenburg, an honest, accom- 
modating Dutchman, will take good care of you 
till morning. An early start next day will enable 
you to visit all the localities hereafter named and 
return by the afternoon tran to Chicago. Deer 
Park is situated some five or six miles southeast of 

‘tica. It is a gorge in the sand rock, from one-half 
three-fourths of a mile long, perhaps eighty 
feet wide, and of about the same — he 
road reaches it where the small stream that drains 
it mingles witn the Vermillion River, a few miles 
before it empties into the Inos. The Park 
lies about at right angles to the Vermillion. 
Ite wails are nearly or quite perpendicular on 
either side, so that, when once within, it is impos- 
sible for men or animals to get out except by re- 
tracing their steps, with the exception of a single 
point, and even there it would require a good 
clumber to scale it. At the upper end a small rivu- 
let from the prairies leaps from a perpendicular 
rock nearly as high as any partofthe gorge. It is 
said the Indians used to drive the deer into this 
park, where they were certain to capture them 
with ease, and hence the name. The bottom of 
the gorge is comparatively smooth, #0 that parties 
can easily drive their carriages all through it. 
Taken all in all, itis really one of the most inter- 
esting and curious places to visit that I know of 
anywhere within hundreds of miles of Chicago. 

While here our party had the pleasure of wit- 
nessing 

A PHENOMENON ö 
entirely different from anything we had ever seen 
before. Perhaps half-way up the gorge, the water 
has worn away the base of the sand-rock on the 
northwest side for some eight or ten feet, creating 
a sort of shallow cavern. From the back side the 
rock is beautifully rounded off till the lines reach 
the perpendicular wall. To hide the naked sur- 
face of the rock Nature has kindly covered it with 
a delicate gauze-like fabric of bright green lichens. 
Under it is epread outa pool of clear sparkling 
water, smooth as glass, and flashing back the 
bright sunbeams that are pouring down from the 
opposite side. But mark! A fish snaps 
u hapless fly, and in an instant 
rings of sunshine chase each other on 
the curtain of lichens in the most beautiful and 
astonishing manner. Each of us drop in a pebble. 
and then asthe wavelets rapidly cross and dance 
within and about each otherin ten thousand fan- 
tastic shapes they flash on the moss-covered rock 
rings and circlets of living light more gorgeous and 
bewitching than pen or pencil can ever paint to 
the mind of another. Even our friend Colbert, I 
fear, would forget to note their mathematical ele- 
ments, and stand entranced at their matchless 
beauty. Visitors will failto enjoy this scene as 
we aid unless there on a clear day, —about the time 
we were, say between 9 and 10 o'clock in the 
morning. 

On our return we visited 

‘STARVED ROCK.” 

It isa perpendicular wail of sandstone nearly 
150 feet high, washed at its base on the side next 
the river by the Illinois. On either side is a deep 
ravine at right angles to the river, with the per- 
pendicular wall perhaps forty to eighty feet nigh 
running around to the rear, where the rock rises 
about thirty feet above the ravine, but it is soeme- 
what broken for some twenty yards or more, and 
one can manage to climb to the top. A few men, 
however, could easily defend it from any force 
that could be brought against it. Across the ra- 
vine, up the river, within musket-shot, and on 
the south side, the top of the bluff is as high as 
the rock, and hence the origin of the earthworks 
on it is easily understo The area of the 
top is about an acre. There are some 
ecattered cedars and other trees, and, in digging 
in different places, bones were fotind, which Dr. 
Andrews decided had belonged to the buffale. Of 
course they had been brought there by the Indians 
or the French, with their meat, to enable them to 
maintain a siege. Above and below, the river 
binffs are coverea with grand old oaks, standing in 
all their majesty as they did when LaSalle and 
Tonti roamed among them nearly 200 years ago. 
There may they remain casti their morning 
shadows on the bosom of the Illinois for a thou- 
sand years to come. 

Crossing the river op our return, we turned to the 
right and visited the 

SULPHUR SPRING 
some two miles or more up the river, and half- 
way between it and the biuffs. The waters are 
very strongly impregnated with the mineral, and I 
should suppose its remedial qualities were valua- 
ble. When 1 first saw it in October, 1846, it was 
a beautiful spring, and the stage station was close 
to it. So clear was the water that one could 
scarcely tell where it end the air met. Now 
an unsightly pile of stones surrounds a wooden 
cylinder, constructed in order t force the water 
up te s sufficient head to supply a deserted hotel, 
built to make this a popular watering-place. Such 
it would undoubtedly become were it not situated 
on the Ilhneis River flats, where fogs and other 
causes doubtless more than overbalance the bene- 
fits that might be derived from these mineral wa- 
ters. Certain it is that within less than 100 miles 
of Chicago there is a largo spring whose waters are 
strongly charged with sulphur, a8 much so, proba- 
biy, as any in the country. 

HISTORICAL. 

Though not exactly within the subjects appropri- 
ate to the an perhaps I may be pardoned 
for adding a few historical incidents. ‘** Starved 
Rock owes ite name to the fact that in the last 
terrible war waged by the Miamis, the Kicka 
and the Pottawatomies on the one side, and the 
Illini Indians on the othér, about the vear 1768, 


the latter were defeated at the Wabash, at Blue 


Isiand, near Joliet, and at Morris, and the rem- 
nant took refuge on this inaccessible rock. But 
starvation and the want of water, from 
which they were cut of by their 
enemies, concealed at the base of the rock, forced 
them to make a dash on their foe, on a dark, 
stormy night, when but eleven escaped down the 
lilimois. All the rest—men, women, and children 
—were slaughtered amid all the cruelties known to 
savage warfare. 

But Starved Rock bas a history far back of 
the time when the last of the Lilinois took refuge 
upon it. Whether LaSalle was the first white man 
that looked upon it in his voyage down the Illinois 
in 1671 is not material in this connection. Certain 
it is that Joliet and Marquette were entertained in 
the great Indian town nearly opposite to it on their 
return {rom their voyage down the Wisconsin and 
the Mississippi, and up the Ilinow to Lake 
Michigan. in 1673. ‘Tonti, the; efficient Lieu- 
tenant of Lasalle, spent the winter of 
1679-80 at this large Illinois town, 
and also the summer of 1680, waiting for the re- 
turn of his chief from Canada. The town was sit- 
uated on the plateau between the place where Utica 
now stands and the river, and bad an Indian - 
lation of 6,000 or 7,000. In September of that 
year a terrible battle was fought on the prairie bor- 
dering the timber along the V ermillion River south- 
east of Starved Rock, between the Iroquois and 
the Illinois.

of this process the frosts eat out strange round 
caverns in the cliffs whereverthe crevices percolate 
sufficient moisture, until a depth is reached where 
frost can no longer penetrate. Along the crack 
above mentioned the cliffs nave been hollowed back 
feet, making gigantic plazas, in whose 
flanks this process has hollowed curious dome- 
shaped caves. In the same way the water of the 
stream itself soaks into the lower part of the cifffs at 
many points, and when the frost comes crumbles 
out the etrata, making those ¢GxXceavations alon 

whose roofs traverse the exquisite ripples of ligh 

reflected from the water below, and so well de- 
scribed by Gov. Bross. Caves formed in the same 
maneer occur in the Delle of the Wisconsin 
River, near Portage City. 

In the vicinity of Cebden, III., I studied last 
spring quite a different method of cave-formation. 
Three miles east of the village a ful!-formed brook 
rushes out of a. cave in the side of a rocky bill. 
In this case frost had but littie to do 
with it,. but the inevitable in the 
strata was there. The rocks in the upper gs of 
the hill were very hard and little affected by the 
water, but near the was a stratam of soft 
shale easily washed out, The pent-up waters of 
the creviee cut this shalé away, and undermined 
the rocks above, which, in their turn, fell in frag- 
ments into the cavern, and were partly worn to 
pieces and carried oif by the stream. followed 
this cave 300 feet by a crooked route, and along 
the centre of the roof of every passage ran the 
guiding crevice, which had directed the water 
aad determined the form of the cave. 

[spent half a day in an immense csve which oc- 
eupies the interior of a hill twenty-five miles 
southeast of Marion, Williamson County, III. 
Here a third method of cave-formation was shown, 
but along tae centre of the roofs of the long cor- 
ridors still rau the guiding crevices, showing the 
influence which had directed the excavating power. 
In this case the roaf of the cave was a hard insolu- 
ble stone overlying a thick stratum of limestone, 
more or less soluble mthe spring waters of the 
region. It is to be remembered that all spring 
waters contain carbonic acid, which is a powerful 
solvent of limestone, especially of the macgnes.an 
varieties. Here the limestone was dissolved 
out, forming avenucs along the line 
of every crevice, and constituting a cavern 
at once enormous in extent, and bewildering in 
the complexity ef its passages. Our party explored 
from 4 o’ciock in the afternoon until midnight 
without seeing half of ite interior. The great 
Mammoth Cave of Kentacky was hollowed out on 
the same plan. 1 

Hot springs have the power of dissolving silex. 
excavati caverns in siliceous rocks exactly as 
carbonated waters do in timestone. The subter- 
ranean hollowa from which the geysers of the 
National Park spout their boiling jets were doubt- 
less formed in this manner. 

Another class of caves is the result of wave ac- 
tion. still guided. however, by the inevitable 
crevice. Where a crack. weakens the wail of 4 


crevice 


shore cliff, the tremendous dash of the waves, 
aided by frost, soon makes an impression on the 
rock, and at length eats ont a cavern which may 
extend hundre:ls of feet into the hills. Im some 
cases the land- end of the crevice becomes enlarged 
into what is called a v!ow-hole,*’ and every pris- 
oned wave rolling through the archdg beneath sends 
un @ lofty jet of water through the opeping. 
There are caves in Southern Illinois which, though 
they are now dry, seem to have been formed in 
this way in past geologic ages, when the clids con- 
taining them un back from tbeir fronts the salt 
waves of the retiring sea. 

Finally there are volcanic caverns. In the Sand- 
wich Islands long lava streams flowing down the 
mountains become cooled and solid on the surface 
while still fowing beneath. In many cases the 
eupply of lava from above becomes exhausted. 
whilethat yet in the tnnne! flows cut at the lower 
end, leaving the roof in place, and fretted with 
stalactites of lava that hardened as it dripped from 
the black ceiling. These tunnels may extend for 
miles, and furnish some of the most impressive 
forma of cavern scenery.

THE ERIE. 

Mr. H. J. Jewett, Receiver of the Erie Rail- 
road, states in regard to the decree for the sale 
of his road that it was the result of a plan made 
about two years ago. At that time a number 
of first and second dlass bondholders formed a 
scheme for reorganizing, altering the financial 
management, improving the road by introduc- 
ing the narrow-gauge, double tracks, increasing 
terminal facilities, etc. At first there were only 
a few of the bondholders in favor of this 
scheme, but after awhile more came in. and 
they decided to admit sharehoiders also upon 
their shares. The first thing necessary to carry 
out tlis programme was to have the road sold 
and obtain control of it. This has been donc. 
The sale of the property need not be had until 
after the suits in other States have been broucht 
to judgment, but this, in consequence of the 
decree granted, hag become a mere formality. 
It is expected that the sale will take place in 
about six weeks or two months. 

Though Mr. Jewett states that he is in favor 
of the reorganization of the road, yet it is 
claimed that he secretly desires Vanderbilt to 
get control of the property, and the ‘mony 
with which the two gentiemen have worked 
together lately seems to indicate that there is 
something in this assertion. Those who are 
well posted as to Vanderbilt’s affairs say he has 
not the ghost of a show of getting possession 
of the road, and that it is almost certain that 
the English bondholders will obtain control, 
and reorganize the road with an entirety new 
management which has no sympathy with 
either Vanderbilt or Col. Scott.

RUSSIAN GENERALS. 

London News’ Bucharest Correspondence. 
I have spoken of Russian Generals in a pre- 
letter, and I may add another reason to 
the ones I then gave forthe want of capacity 
and talent displayed among them. In the first 
place, all those high in command are very oid 
men. They are men who studied the military 
art forty and even fifty years ago, since which 
time the science of war has undergone most im- 


portant changes and developments—a revolu- 
tion, in short. In addition to this, they are men 
who, for the most part, never look in a book, 

and who rarely read a newspaper, and appear to 
be utterly oblivious of the march of progress, 
and of especialiy, in the military art. 

Their whole lives may be saidgo have been 
passed in one occupation; their whole minds, 
whatever they ever had, concentrated on one 
object, and that the most trivial to which, the 
human mind can descend—card-playing.

Not 
even Rip Van Winkle, with his rusty gun drop- 
ping to pieces after his long sleep, was more be- 
wildered and lost than the majority of these 
poor old Generals suddenly thrown into the 
campaign at tue heads of their brigades, divis- 
ions, and corps. 

It may be asked why the Emperor does not 
send these old dotards back to their card-tables, 
and replace them by younger men, and men of 
talent, of which after all, the Russian army is 
not destitute. Well, in the first place, there is 
the tradition, according to which ne functionary 
must be removed or disgraced as long as it can 
be helped, from some absurd idea that the 
— of the Government would suffer. The 

vernment would be acknowledging its own 
fallibility. The result is, that the Govern- 
ment, instead of renouncing, assumes all the 
responsibility of all the stupidity, of all the 


idiocy, all the perversity, and all the 
dishonesty of the tchenovnik or func- 
tionary. en it must be confessed the soft 


heart of the Emperor has much to do in retain- 
ing these old incapables in their positions. 
He cannot bear the idea of depriving an old and 
what he considers a faithful public servant of his 
position, and thus disgracing him,and so uncon- 
sciously prefers to sacrifice the lives of thou- 
sands of brave fellows to this misplaced feeling 
of kindness. 

One more fact, while I am on the subject, illus 
trative of the way things are managed in the 
Russian army, for which the headquarter staff 
must be held responsible. At the time of Sulei- 
man Pasha’s attack upon the Shipka Pass, al- 
though tne pass had then been iu the hands of 
the Russians for something like six weeks, the 
plan of the pass and positions had not been 
made. This is a fact which for military men 
speaks volumes. And yet such men as these 
have dared to take the direction and command 
of an army of 300,000 men. It is simply mad- 
ness.

L. Har- 
rell, a toy manufacturer, and O. H. Bryant of- 
ficiated in the role of ca According to 
their representations, T. H. Bryant and Campbell 
were men of wealth, position, and iniluence, and 
O. H. Bryant was so overweeningly generous 
as to offer to discount the notes. mercan- 
tile agencies gave the men good characters, and 
the result was that the business was consum- 
mated. Sampson, Green & Co. got the notes, 
and Campbell hauled away his furniture. Some 
time afterwards one of the firm went to O. H. 
Brvant to take him up on his generous offer te 
discount the notes, when Bryant ffatly told the 
defrauded furniture man tnat he had never made 

any such promise. The thingdraggedalong, tne 
money was still refused, and now the firm not 
only have the notes, but a udgment on which 
they can realize nothing. e furniture, as it 
turns out, was mortgaged to another member 
of the crowa a week alter it was sold, and the 
firm, of course, count the debt as n. g. 

The fact that Bryant was indorsed by

led the reporter to thinking that they might 
perhaps know something about him. visit to 
their store brougbt out Mr. Hamilton, who said 
Bryant had come here some years ago with con- 
siderable money—probably $25,0000 or $30,000;

with commendabie promptness; that yee 
nad never been „stuck“ ou an 
transaction with hin, and were wholly surprised 
and astonished to learn that some of their 
State street brethren were not so fortunate. 
ANOTHER LOSER 

—$100 this time—is H. P. Dahl, the Dearborn 
street tailor. During the summer the gay and 
festive Koons ordered a gorgeous suit of clothes, 
the tax whereon was some $60. References 
were furnished, everything looked satisfactory, 
and a note was take. for the amount, with O. 
Bryant’s name on the back as indorser. Ab 
time wore on, and the cool mornings and even- 
ings warned Bryant that he would best lay 


in a fall overcoat, provided he could 
get somebody to trust him, —and be 
thought, with good reason, he could,— 


he walked into Dahl's place, selected the goods, 
had his person put through the tape-medgsure 
process, and the coat was made. When it came 
to paying for it, Bryant expressed an earnest 
desire to have ihe amount, 840, added to the 
former note, making the sum total $100. Inas- 
much as Le secmed to be a good customer, with 
unquestionable references, the accommodating 
Dahl had a new note made out for $100, payable 
in thirty days, with O. G. Bryaut's name there- 
onas maker. When the note matured, Bryant 
was, of course, “ a little short, you know, Just 
now,“ but would pay the little matter in a day 
or two. Days, weeks passed, and Dahl still 
wanted that 8100. He wants it now, although 
he has a judgment for the amount. 

Again does Koons appear in the n of pur- 
chaser at 

E. E. EATON’S GUN-STORE, 

on State street, and another victim is added to 
the list of duped merchants on that thorouch- 
fare. The purchase in this case consisted of a 
gun,—a breech-loader,—the charge for which 
was $108.50. Of course Koons’ note. indorsed by 
Bryant, played an important part in the busi- 
ness. e gun-dealer turned to the Mercantile 
Agencvy’s réport, saw that Bryant was O. K., 
and the note was taken. In the fullness of 
time it went to the bank. It also came back—— 
uncollected. It may, or it may not, be a com- 
forting thought to the Mercantile-Agency peo- 
ple to know that their report has been some- 
what mutilated on the page containing O. G. 
Bryant’s name by the bhe black mark having 
been run through the same. 

From a Mr. Lattimer, connected with the firm 
of Charles Gossage & Co., the reported learned 
that Bryant was formerly a merchant in Penn 
Van, N. T. That is to say, he sold jewelry, 
knives, pistols, and things. Mr. Lattimer fur- 
ther says that Bryant did very well in business, 
making enough to buy considerable property 
and to land himself out here a few years aro 
with some $20,000. On his native heath he bore 
an excellent reputation, and when Mr. Lattimer 
came to Chicago last spring, ami, a short 
time age, began to hear unfavorable stories and 
rumors about Bryant’s business trapsactions, 
be was not only astonished, but somewhat 
grieved. Among these stories was one to the 
effect that Bryant had gotten the money of a 
lady in this city, now in St. Louis,—some 
$1,200,—and that he would not return it unto 
its rightful owner. He saw Bryant shortly af- 
ter the story began to be talked about, and Bry- 
ant —— to the martyr dodge, declaring 
that bis enemies were seeking to ruin him. 
Lattimer says Bryant had some money belopg- 
ing to his (Lattimer’ s) children, but that they 


have gotten most of it back. He is even inno- 


cent enough to believe that they will get it all.

The arguments employed 
by Bismarck are said to have much weight 
in high official quarters.

The wily Chancellor of the 
German Empire has represented to Belgium 
the uncomfortable position the latter would 
occupy in the event of another Franco-Ger- 
man war, the probability that Belgium would 
not only be the battle-ground of the con- 
tending armies, but that the little kingdom 
would be gobbled up by the victor as a part 
of the spoils. 


The admission of Colorado as a State 
promises to be of service in dealing vigorous 
blows against that giant monopoly, the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company. Senator 
Cuarree has undertaken the difficult task of 
overcoming the weighty influence which the 
Union Pacific lobby somehow contrived to 
exert, both in cheating the Government out 
of its just claims and defeating all attempts 
to enforce compliance with the law in re- 
gard to pro-rating with branch roads. It is 
about time some legislation of the kind were 
brought about. Mr. Cuarres has introduced 
a resolution intended to set such a move- 
ment on foot, and yesterday delivered an 
able speech in support of his proposi- 
tion to secure Congressional interpretation 
of the law relating to the obligations 
of the Union Pacific to recognize the branch 
roads as parts of one continuous line.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE SENATE. 
The future of Civil-Service reform is ex- 
ceedingly precarious. In the absence of a 
law governing the magagement of the public 
service, and in the presence of a bad custom 
of fifty years’ growth sanctioning the use of 
patronage for partisan advantage and per- 
sonal preferment, President Hayes’ predis- 
position to reform had little to rest upon 
but his own personal efforts. During the 
Congressional recess he was free to proceed 
as his judgment dictated, and he had the 
moral support of a popular confidence in his 
good intentions. As a rule, the public ac 
cepted his removals and appointments as the 
best that could be made in the interest of 
reform. Had he found a similar sentiment 
in Congress when it assembled, the progress 
of reform would have been easy and steady. 
On the contrary, there is but a handful of 
men in Gongress who are disposed 
to give the President active support 
in carrying out the professions in 
behalf of reform which were made 
by both parties in the campaign preceding 
his election. The Democrats, original spoils- 
men and looking forward tothe strict en- 
forcement of the Jackson rule when they 
shall elect another President, stand aloof, 
tell the Republicans they are not parties to the 
controversy, and are jubilant over the prospect 
of a conflict between the President and the 
Republican majority in the Senate. The Re- 
publican members, bemoaning for the 10st 
part the loss of their former privilege of dic 
tating the appointments in their several dis- 
tricts, seem disposed rather to embarrass than 
to assist the President in carrying out the ap- 
proved principles of Civil-Service reform. 
The Senate, with its constitutional power of 
rejecting or confirming the President’s nomi- 
nations, holds the key to the situation. It is 
within the power of the Senate materially to 
advance or to retard the progress of the re- 
form. To do the former would require the 
voluntary abandonment of the assumed 
Congressional right to make appointments: 
but this is a virtue which lies above and be- 
yond the reach of the average Congressman, 
and the co-operation of the Senate in work 
ing out the reform is out of the question so 
long as the theory of Congressional patron- 
age prevails. 

The position taken by che Senatorial cau- 
cus, as reported through the newspapers, 
illustrates how easy it will be to harass the 
President and antagonize reform principles 
under the cover of a strict adherence to the 
Civil-Service rules, That there shall be no 
removals without cause, is undoubtedly a 
3 principle of a scientific and business- 
like public service. It has been 
in all of President Hayes’ public — 
on the subject. It naturally conveys to the 
Senate, upon whom devolves the duty to 
confirm or reject the nomination of a suc- 
cessor in case of a removal, to inquire into 
the cause of such removal. | 


asking that the Senate delay action pending 


every case of removal that there shall have 
been a proper and adequate reason for the 
change, the position is tenable, and must 


receive the support of those who favor Civil- , 


Service reform. But the peculiar embarrass- 
ment of the situation consists in the fact 
that when President Hares succeeded to 
office he Wund the Government places in 
the hands of men who were accustomed to 
the machine system, and whose habits 
and practices could not be changed by proc- 
lamation or circular orders. The President's 
personal influence in behalf of the reform 
could be most efficiently exercised by 
gradually weeding out these natural 
opponents and substituting men known 
to be in sympathy with the new 
order of things. But he can be re- 
strained from doing this under his own rul- 
ings so long as the Senate resents his refusal 
to recognize Congressional dictation. There 
is nothing for him to do, then, except to 
maintain the struggle as best he may against 
constant irritation and impediments, or sur- 
render into the hands of the politicians—as 
Gen. Grant did—who insist upon the old 
system. 

We can discern no settlement of this diffi- 
enlty save by an emphatic assertion of pop- 
ular sentiment. If popular sentiment is not 
in favor of abandoning the old spoils system, 
then that system will prevail, and President 
Hares will be powerless to battle against it. 
If popular sentiment is in favor of Civil- 
Service reform, then that sentiment must be 
so impressed upon Congress that the ma- 
chine” politicians will not dare to resent it. 
The task is not an easy nor a short one. 
The people will find it difficult and tedious 
to express themselves in the ordinary 
elections, since most of the politicians in 
both parties seem to be thoroughly imbued 
with a selfish preference for the spoils sys- 
tem. The main reliance of the reform must 
be upon an expression of public opinion 
through the convention platforms, through 
the representative newspapers, through 
memorials to Congress, through personal 
assurances of support to the President, and 
through private appeals to Congressmen to 
refrain from embarrassing the Administra- 
tion for spiteful or selfish purposes. The 
recent election in Massachusetts, based upon 
a hearty indorsement of the President's 
Civil-Service practices, was a direct and prac- 
tical proffer of encouragement. If there 
could be a general manifestation of the 
same sentiment throughout the country, 
there is little doubt that Congress would give 
way. In the absence of such a manifesta- 
tion the President may not surrender to the 
politicians, but he will have a prolonged and 
constant struggle, extending through his en- 


‘tire term, and leaving the Civil Service but 


little improved by reason of his personal ef- 
forts. We can see no other help for it than 
the assertion of the popular will, if it be the 
popular will that the Civil Service shall be 
emancipated from the machinations of 
scheming politicians; if this be not the pop- 
ular will, then we must relegate Civil-Service 
reform to the land of Utopia, and struggle 
against the abuses of the machine system 
spasmodically and impotently as heretofore. 
THE CITY REVENUE. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of 
Illinois in the case of Hdwards and the 
City of Springfield has been seized upon by 
the tax-fighters and tneir organs of this city 
as a pretext for refusing to pay any taxes at 
all. The Times, which for several years has 
labored with indifferent success to break 
down publie credit’ and force a suspension 
of all Municipal Government, is now seck- 
ing, by a perversion of the language of the 
Supreme Court, to induce persons to believe 
municipal taxes are illegal, and therefore 
should not be paid. That paper says: 

This is the plain, positive language of the Court. 
It goes to the full extent of the view held by the 
Times, and determines the illegality not only of 
the debts incurred by the Mom and Cotvin Ad- 
ministrations in the manner of ‘‘ certificates of in- 
debtedness,"’ but the debts incurred by the Hzaru 
Administration in the manner of revenue war- 
rants, so-called. 

The simple facts of the case are, that the 
Municipal Government of Springfield vio- 
lated various restrictions, not only of the 
Constitution, but particularly of the charter 
of that city, which imposed various prohibi- 
tions upon the City Council. So far as the 
decision in the case has any application out- 
side of the special case of Springfield, it is in 
exact agreement with the decision of Judge 
McAuuistTer, by which the financial affairs 
of Chicago since then have been adminis- 
tered. There is not a certificate or warrant 
outstanding issued by the City Government 
of Chicago, which is notin exact accord- 
ance with the judgment of the Supreme 
Court. For the information of those not 
familiar with the way in which the city 
finances are administered, a brief explana- 
tion may be serviceable. 

The fiscal year begins Jan. 1 and ends Dec. 
31. The appropriations for the expenditures 
of the year are by law required to be made 
within the first quarter of the year ending 
March 31. The assessments on which the 
tax is to be levied date as of May 1. These 
assessments have to be completed and equal- 
ized by the County Board, and subsequently 
by the State Board, and the extension of the 
tax is rarely completed until November. The 
warrant, to the Tax-Collectors is issued in De- 
cember; the. Tax-Collectors cannot enforce 
the tax on real estate; the Collectors return 
their books in March, and then the time con- 
sumed in applying for judgment, the notices, 
etc., carry the proceedings over to August, 
and tlie tax is not paid until along in August, 
Septem er, and October. It will be seen 
from this .wrangement of the revenue sys- 
tem, as estab lished by the laws of the State, 
that, with the e«ception of a portion of the 
tax on personal "roperty, the tax for the 
support of the City Government for any fis- 
cal year is not collected until from eight to 
nine months after that fig tal year has expired. 
The city is by law recwired to main- 
tain a government, to make *ppropriations, 
pay interest on the public debt, and is prob 
hibited by law from collecting 4 dollar of 
revenue for those purposes until nine months 
after the year in which the expenditu: ™ are 
required to be made has expired. For in- 
stance, the interest on the city debt is $900,- 
000 annually, payable one-half in July and 
the other in January. The law makes the 
payment of this interest compulsory, and 
yet the law does not permit the collection of 
ths tax to pay this interest until September, 
or nine months after the second installment 
of interest must by law be paid. The claim 
now made is that the Supreme Court has de- 
cided that, while it is the duty of the city to 
pay the interest in July and January, the 
city cannot issue its orders for the amount 
of that interest payable out of the tax when 
collected, but must suspend payment of in- 
terest for eighteen months after it is due. 
The Supreme Court was guilty of no such 
absurdity, and required no such impossibili- 
ty, nor decreed any such repudiation. In 
April, 1876, this question was submitted to 
Judge Makers, who, in a review of the 


whole question, said: 


I am further of the eninion that when an annra.

the incurring such expenses, nor the anticipation 
of such revenues to discharge them, will consti- 
tute a debt within the meaning of the prohibition 
(constitutional) ig question. And itis upon the 
principle that * the appropriation and tax levy 
are made, these means are to be regarded as being 
already in the Treasury, and may be anticipated 
by orders or certificates specifically payable ont of 
the proper fund to meet the ordinary current ex- 
penses. This mode seems to me free from legal 
objection; the orders, warrants, or certificates, so 
payable, would be available, for they place the hold - 
er in a better position than even a judgment, as in 
the former case the holder need but present them ; 
in the latter, he might have to apply for a man- 
damus to compel a levy. 

Acting under this decision, the City Gov- 
ernment has proceeded since that date. The 
Supreme Court, in the Springfield case, re- 
fers to this point embraced in the decision of 
Judge McAuuisrzr, and thus confirms that 
decision : i 

Appellant contends that when liabilities are 
created and appropriations are made; which are 
within the limit of the revenze aceruing to meet 
them, they are not debts within the meaning of the 
prohibition of the Constitation, aud that tem- 
porary loans are not, when within the limits of the 
revenue, expected to be realized. The first branch 
of this position has support in Grant vs. The City 
of Davenport et al., 36 Iowa, 306; People vs. Pu- 
checo, 7 Cal., 175; ‘Koppekus vs. State Capitol 
Commissioners, 16 Id., 253: The State vs, Me- 
Auley, 15 Id., 465; The State vs. Medburry et al. 
7 Ohio St., 522; and State vs. Mayor, 23 La. An., 
358. These cases maintain the doctrine that rev- 
enues may be appropriated in anticipation of their 
receipt as effectually as when actually in the 
Treasury; that the appropriations of moneys when 
received meet the services as they are rendered, 
thus discharging the liabilities as they arise, or 
rather anticipating and preventing their existence. 
In this view we are only prepared to yield our 
assent to the rule recognized by the authorities re- 
ferred to, with this qualification: 1. The tax ap- 
propriated must, at the time, be actually levied. 
2. By the legal effect of the contract between the 
corporation and the individual, made at the time 
of the appropriation, an issuing and accepting of 
a warrant or order on the Treasury for ite payment 
when collected must operate to prevent any lia- 
bility to accrue on the contract against the corpo- 
ration. 

The principle, as we understand, is, there is, in 
such case, no debt, because one thing is simply 
given and accepted in exchange for another. 
When the appropriation is made and the warrant or 
order on the Treasury is issued and accepted for 
its payment when collected, the transaction is 
closed, upon the part of the corporation, —leaving 
no future obligation, either absolute or con- 
tingent, upon it whereby its debt may be 
increased. But, until a tax is levied, there 
is nothing in existence which can be exchanged; 
and an obligation to levy a tax in the future for the 
benefit of a particular individual, necessarily im- 
plies the existence ofa present debt in favor of 
the individual against the corporation, which he is 
lawfully entitled to have paid by the levy. 

If the making of the appropriAtion and iesuing 
and accepting a warrant for its payment does not 
have the effect of relieving the corporation of all 
HMability, or, in other words, if it incurs any liabil- 
ity thereby, it must manifestiy incur, cither abso- 
solately or contingently, a debt. Where a warrant 
or order payable from a specific appropriation of a 
tax levied but not yet collected is accepted in ex- 
change for services rendered or to be rendered, or 
for materiale furnished. or to be furnished, 
so that there is in fact bat the exchange 
of one thing for another, the duty remains 
for the proper officer to coliect and pay 
over the tax in accordance with the appropriation. 
But obviously, for any failure in that regard, the 
remedy must be against the o‘ficer aud not against 
the corporation, for otherwise a contingent debt 
would in this way be meurred by the corpora- 
tion. 

The Supreme Court follows and adopts 
Judge McA.uisTer’s reasoning, and affirms 
the rule, That when liabilities are created 
and appropriations are made within the lim- 
its of the revenue accruing to meet them, 
they are not debts within the meaning of the 
prohibition of the Constitution, and that 
temporary loans are not, when within the 
limits of the revenue, expected to be real- 
ized”; but the Court qualifies this rule with 
two conditions: 1. That the tax appro- 
propriated must at the time be actually 
levied. 2. That the holder of the warrant 
or order on the Treasury must look to the 
This 
decision confirms the legality of all the pro- 
ceedings of the city in the issue of warrants 
or orders on the Treasury. 

When the city has to pay the semi-annual 
interest, $450,000, it issues 4 warrant or 
order on the Treasurer for $450,000, payable 
on demand out of the tax levied and appro- 
priation made for interest on the city debt, 
the same to be paid when such tax is collect- 
ed. On this order the city obtains the 
money, pays the interest, and, when the tax 
is collected, informs the holder of that fact, 
and he presents the order and gets his 
money. That is the end of the whole mat- 
ter. So with all other orders issued by the 
city for current expenses, The appropria- 
tions for the year 1877 were made within 
three months after the beginning of the 
fiscal year. The tax was levied in March. 
Not an order was issued until after the tax 
was levied and the appropriation made. The 
total tax levied was for $4,000,000. Up to 
the present date only $1,900,000 has 
been anticipated by orders on the 
accruing revenue. The warrants _is- 
sued and which may be hereafter 
issued are. made payabie out of the tax 
levied for this year. This was the precise 
case in 1876; all the orders or warrants is- 
sued against the tax-levy for 1876 have been 
paid out of the tax levied for that year, ex- 
cept in cases where the orders have not been 
presénted, and to meet these the money is 
now in the Treasury. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the rule laid 
down by the Supreme Court in the case of 
the City of Springfield, with its qualifica- 
tions, almost literally repeat the language of 
the judgment of Judge McAuuisrer, and 
| specifically affirm the legality of all the rev- 
enue orders and warrants issued by the Gov- 
ernment of the City of Chicago. The de- 
cision of the Supreme Court could not 
be otherwise. To require a City Govern- 
ment by law to make its appropriations and 
levy a tax within a fiscal year, and maintain 
a Government, and pay the annual interest 
on its debt at maturity, and then prohibit it 
by law from collecting the tax for this pur- 
pose within nine months after the fiscal year 
had expired, and at the same time not allow 
it to anticipate the revenue from the tax, 
would be requiring a legal and a physical 
impossibility, to which no rational Court 
would give its approval. The decision in 
the case of the City of Springfield, therefore, 
is a direct affirmance of all the legality of the

municipal, and individual effort. It keeps 
down the flood several feet, and is doing 
more in the way of protecting plantations 
from overflow than would the expenditure 
of millions of dollars in raising levees and 
attempting to hold the river within artificial 
embankments, and this great and permanent 
good is accomplished without the efpendi- 
ture of a cent. The Times asks, How 
does Tun Txrsunz know that there will be 
no appropriation to close the Bonnet 
Carre crevasse ?” Tae Tarsunz presumes that 
Congress will do no such foolish and 
absurd thing as to levy taxes upon the coun- 
try to raise money to shut up one of the 
most useful outlets of the Mississippi River ; 
to spend the money of the people to raise the 
waters of that river, and cause them to break 
over the existing levees and flood thousands 
of plantations. Tun Triecune cannot con- 
ceive it possible that Congress would be 
guilty of such foolishness. Instead of 
closing that highly useful opening, it were 
infinitely wiser to open a new channel 
below New Orleans into Lake Borgne. 
If the trees and stumps were removed 
through the swamp for a width of say half a 
mile, and a small channel cut, the river 
would speedily enlarge it to immense pro- 
portions, and just in proportion as this was 
done the surface of the river would be per- 
manently lowered and relief given to the 
plantations from overflow. If Congress is to 
stretch the Constitution to protept planta- 
tions from water, let it by all means be done 
in creating new outlets for surplus water ta 
run off, rather than in puny and profligate ef- 
forts to confine that uncontrollable flood 
within artificial embankments. 


BOARD-OF-TRADE GAMBLING. 

At last the Chicago Board of Trade have 
taken a decided and practical stand against 
those transactions which are regarded by law, 
and which are in fact, gambling contracts. 
We explained a few days ago the effect of 
the recent decision of the Supreme Court 
enforcing the collection of a loss in a case of 
a purchase of grain for future delivery. The 
Court held such contracts to be valid, as 
there was an actual transaction agreeing to 
deliver certain property at a certain price on 
or before a certain date in the future. Thus 
a Chicago merchant may purchase 20,000 
bushels of corn from a country dealer at a 
stipulated price, wifich he agrees to deliver 
in Chicago before the end of December. That 
is a legitimate contract which may be en- 
forced in law, and so of similar contracts 
between merchants on the Board of Trade. 
The transactions ‘prohibited by the statute 
are the purchase and sale of options to 
buy or sell at some future time. In these 
transactions there is generally no intention 
to deliver or receive actual property, but 
merely a bet as to what the price of*corn or 
wheat may be to-morrow or next day. While 
it has long been impossible to enforce these 
contracts in the courts, they have been tol- 
erated by the Board, which has practically 
enforced payment on contracts which the 
purchaser of the privilege has elected to be 
made. But yesterday the Board adopted the 
following explicit and comprehensive resolu- 
tion : 

Wuereas, The purchase and sale of privileges 
to deliver or receive grain or provisions is prohib- 
ited by the statutes of this State. and such con- 
tracts are declared to be null and void, and are 
liable, if traneferred, to be so deciared by the 
Courts, therefore, in order to eliminate as far as 
possible this mode of trading from the legitima te 
operations of the members of this Board, be it 

Resolved, That the Board of Directors will re- 
fuse to recognize as a valid contract, under the 
rules of the Board of Trade, any contracts here- 
after made, based upon, or growing out of, what 
are known as puts, calls. or privileges; 
and any member transferring to an innocent varty 
a contract known by him to be based upon a 
‘* privilege ’’ shall be deemed guilty of fraud, and 
shall be liable to the penalties prescribed for fraud 
or bad faith. 

This constitutes a general notice to the 
countrymen, to outsiders, and to all the 
men, women, and children who have been in 
the habit of intrusting their surplus earnings 
to brokers for speculative purposes, that they 
must henceforth do so, if at all, at their own 
risk, and without any protection from either 
the Board of Trade or the law courts. To 
explain just how far this new rule goes, we 
may take a specific case. If a man to-day 
pays another $25 for the privilege of selling 
him a certain amount of wheat to-morrow 
and delivering it in December, then not only 
is the original dicker void, but so also is the 
subsequent contract based upon the purchase 
of this privilege, in case the purchaser there- 
of elects to avail himself of the 
privilege. That is to say, any con- 
tract for the purchase or sale 
of a commodity for future delivery 
which is based upon the previous purchase 
of the privilege of making such sale or pur- 
chase is now void under the rules of the 
Board as well as under the laws of the 
State. According to the resolution adopted, 
the Board undertakes not merely to refuse 
the enforcement of such contracts, but like- 
wise to discipline all of its members who en- 
gage in them; every member who violates 
the new rule will do so at the risk of sus- 
pension and expulsion, according to the ex- 
tent of his offending, and this is regarded as 
a serious matter in an institution where 
membership is worth a considerable sum of 
money, and where exclusion is a permanent 
business impediment. It is to be hoped that 
the new departure will, under a policy of 
strict enforcement, materially improve the 
reputation of the Board, and save a good 
many innocent but greedy outsiders from 
what has been no less than a system of 
swindling.

It has shown us one of the 
sons aiding and abetting this plan, and in- 
fluencing in divers ways the making of the 
will so that the direction of the 
should be towards himself. It has shown us 
the owner of this vast fortune, shrewd as he 
may have been in other matters, as the 
credulous victim of Spiritualists, clairvoyants, 
fortune-tellers, and mesmerists. It has 
shown us the mother of his children incar- 
cerated in an insane asylum, anda second 
wife brought upon the scene, who

DERBILT came into possession of the property 
in a suspicious manner, to say the least. 
The public, however, will not look upon this 
suit simply as a struggle of the neglected 
children to secure a fair share of the proper- 
ty. Their sympathy with the contestants 
springs from a deeper and more important 
motive, namely, that the concentration of this 
enormous property in the hands of Mr. WIL 
au Van bann is following out an Old 
World precedent which the early statesmen of 
the Republic sought to remove as dangerous 
to the interest of the people and contrary to 
the spirit of the Government. Vast fortunes 


of this kind are apt toincrease of themselves, « 


and the concentration and subsequent 
accretion place a controlling power 
over material interests in the hands of 
one man which sooner or later develops into 
a gigantic and dangerous monopoly that no 
man in the United States has a moral right 
to exercise, because it is antagonistic to the 
common interest. There might be some off- 
set to such an accumulation if the owner of 
the property were a large-hearted, charita- 


ble, and philanthropic man, disposed to use’ 


his money for the public good and to ad- 
vance the interests of education, religion, 
humanity, and the general welfare, but none 
of the VaNDEnnII rs, from the Commodore 
down, have manifested any disposition of 
the kind. The VaNDEnnIIr fortune has been 
utilized for far different purposes, and there 
is no evidence that the present owner will 
ever use it for any other objects than those 
growing out of his. own greed or inspired by 
his selfish ambition. In England the evils 
of primogeniture are not so apparent. The 
property of the great fortune-holders con- 
sists of landed estates, the values of which 
do not fluctuate to any considerable extent, 
or to any extent affecting the welfare of the 
whole people. In éhis country, however, 
the investment of a fortune is not in landed 
property. Only a small part of Mr. Van DE- 
L's fortune is represented by real estate. 
It is in stocks, bonds, and mortgages. It 
controls railroads, shipping, and canals. It 
dominates the business of the country. 
It dictates values. It holds producer 
and consumer at the mercy of one 
man. Where it benefits one it injures 
thousands. Business, instead of being 
conducted and influenced by healthy com- 
petition, is directed by a one-man monopoly, 
and is only allowed to redound to the gen- 
eral welfare where the general welfare does 
not conflict @ith personal greed. Absolute 
power of this kind m a Republie is nota 
legitimate function of money any more than 
it is of politics, and in the hands of a bad 
man it might be made to work infinitely 
more harm than the mere domination of 
business interests of the country. For these 
reasons the people of this country will hope 
that this suit may end in an equitable division 
of the property, and its diffusion through its 
legitimate channels. The miserable family 
discord affects only the VanpER3BILTs, and the 
public will regard it with disgust, but the 
future disposition of this vast property, 
which was squeezed out of the people of this 
country, will be watched by the public with 
e hope that its power for evil may be strip- 
N away. A fortune thus acquired and used 
can be productive of no good. Whatever 
may be the legal merits of the case, a selfish 
old man, debilitated in body and mind, has 
no moral right to say that after his death his 
fortune shall be concentrated in the hands of 
any one person. :

THE FLYING DUTCHMAN, 

Last evening, Wagner’s romantic opera, based 
upon the old-time legend of the restless Hol- 
lander who sailed the seas so many years in 
quest ef that rara avis in those times, the 
woman who would be true unto death, was 
given for the first time in the original 
setting. The first two representations were 
given, as will be remembered, in Novem- 
ber and December of last year, when Kellogg 
astonished even her most infatuated admirers 
by assuming the role of the lovelorn Senta, 
and Maas, Carleton, and Conly took the 
respective roles of rik, Vanderdecken, and the 
Pilot. Those two performances, however, were 
given in English, and the opera was subjected 
to a revision that was equivalent to an adapta- 
tion tothe company. Last evening we had it in 
its German dress and with German artists, the 
cast including Mme. Pappenheim as Senta, Blum 
as the Hollander, Wiegand as JDaland, and 
Fritsch, doubled as ri and the /’ilot. The 
opera was presetited not as an adaptation, but 
with some regard to its context and more in 
keeping with the spirit of the original, although 
numerous cuts were made not only 
of numbers but also in numbers, 
especially those belonging to Daland. As a 
matter of curiosity, not to speak of musical en- 
joyment, the performance on this account pos- 
sessed a fresh interest, and it must be conceded 


that the German performance gave a much 
clearer insight into the work than the English. 
The principal deficiency was in the orchestra. It 
could hardly be expected, However, that an 
orchestra which has vo organization, and which 
must have had insufficient rehearsal, could 
do justice to Wagner’s music, in which 
so much cepends upon the instruments 
in announting the motives which herald the 
coming of every event and illustrating their 
episodes with such dramatic clearness and force. 
The preponderance of brass, which completely 
covered the strings, where the strings are so 
much needed, sadly marred the instrumente- 
tion. 

The interest of the work is mainly concen- 
trated in the Hollander and Senta, and fortu- 
nately both roles were strongly cast. Mme. 
Pappenheim’s personation of the maiden stamps 


her as a eat dramatic artist, and not a 
mere vocalist. Her singing was marked 
not only by a refreshing vigor and 


consummate skill, but by the most artistic 
truthfulness. Not a phrase was slighted 
throughout her long aria in which she teils the 
story of the weird Hollander to her maidens as 
they spin, and that trying duet witn the Hol- 
lander, whith discloses the passion Senta has so 
long felt for the mysterious stranger. It was 
some of the best dramatie singing ever heard on 
the Chicago stage, and reminds one of the palmy 
days of opera, when we used to have such prima 
donnas here as Parodi and Zucchi. Mr. Bium, 
who took the part of the Hollander, eustained it 
with equal fervor and ~~ ec As compared 
with the weak rendering of Carleton, it was 
a revelation. His voce, both in power and 
compass, was able to cope with the difficulties 
ot his music, and his endurance equal to that of 
Mme. Pappenheim sustaining the long duet 
with undiminished intensity to the close. In his 
hands, the Piying Dutchman is not a whited 
apectre of the Carleton sort, but a genuine ficsh 
and blood seaman and lover, who can manifest 
passion, though of a hopeless kind. The duet 
was a genuine triumph, and the two artists re- 
cetved a double call before the curtain as a well- 
deserved tribute to their noble effort. But little 
need be said of the rest. Mr. Fritsch, a tenor 
with a very velling and robust voice, had a double 
role, Frit and the Pilot, and sang his two prin- 
cipal numbers, the delightful Pilot’s song and 
the parting duet with Senta, in excellent style. 
Mr. Wiegand filled his role (Da‘and) very ac- 
ceptably in adramatic sense, but his frequent 
lapses from the key marred his singiug. The 
choruses did itg work acceptably and with com- 
mendabie spirit, though not always true.

St. Louis Badly Scared by a Blaze Near 
the Planters’ House. 


The Merchants’ Exchange Building also 
Singed, but Not Seriously. 


A Loss of Over $100,000, However; In- 
surance Not Known, 


Possibility that Several Porsdns Fer- 
ished in the Flames. 


AT 8T. LOUIS. 
Svectal Dispatch to The Cricage Tribu ne. 

Sr. Louis, Nov. 13.—At 12:15 a fire broke out 
m the wine-room of Bonnet’s resteurant, on 
Fourth street, between Pine and Chestnut, 
and the flames had 60 spread when 
the fire-engines arrived that the building, 
a stone-front structure, seemed already doomed. 
The engines went bravely to work, and a 
dozen streams of water were soon playing upon 
| the conflagration. At 12:30a second alarm was 
turned in, and every engine that can be made 
available is at this hour’ (12:50) upon 
the scene. A large crowd has collected 
in front of the burning building, and there 
is great apprehension that the fite will spread to 
adjoining structures. Immediately in frout is 
the Planters’ House, the oldest and one of the 
largest hotels in the city, and at the rear, 
separated by a 12-foot alley, is the Merchant$’ 
Exchange, and many other valuable public 
buildings are in the imnrediafe vicinity. The 
wind is from the east and blowing strongly and 
increasing. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Lovuts, Nov. 14—1:15 a. m.—The fire is 
now believed to be fully under control, and the 
threatened danger of a general conflagration 
avoided. Twenty streams of water are pouring 
in on the burning building, and the flames have 
been much reduced. The fire will undoubtedly 
be extinguished before it reaches other build- 
ings.

Sr. Loutrs, Mo., Nov. 14-—1:45 a. m.—At this 
writing the fire is completely under the control 
of the Fire Department, and there is no danger 
that it will extend to adjacent buildings.

Sr. Louis, Nov. 14.—3. a. m.—The fire start- 
ed from some unknown cause in the wine-ccllar 
of Bonnet’s restaurant. The first alarm was 
given by Pet McCaffrey, the private watchman 
ou the beat, who, on passing the baildiag, look- 
ed through the hall way and saw sparks and smoke 
coming up from the basement through the ele- 
vator. In a moment flames began to shoot up, 
and the powerful draught through the elevator 


drew the flames with frightful rapidity 
to the wooden roof of the building. 
No alarm was turned on until the 


smoke and sparks were observed by the 
sergeant in charge of the police-station, a block 
and a half away, and this singular delay in ap- 
prising the fire department of the fire will ac- 
count for the fact that wnen the first engines 
arrived the roof was already in flames. The 
elevator afforded a free passage for the 
flames from the basement, and entire roof and 
upper stories were afire and burning with 
‘great flerceness before the first and second 


stories had yet been touched by the 
devouring element. The flames, fed 
by the highly combustible material, 


mounted fifty feet above the tops. of the 
building, brilliantly illuminating the surround- 
ing space for blocks away. The heavens were 
filled with myriads of sparks, and in several in- 
stances burning brands were borne by the wind 
against and on the top of neighboring houses. 
The Globe-Democrat Building, a third of a 
block away, brought out its hose and 
deluged its own and surrounding premises with 
water, while the proprictors of the Planters’ 
House, opposite, were busy in taking precau- 
tions against accident and disaster. The guests 
were awakened and made ready to remove 


„themselves and their luggage should 
the flames ‘invade their rest- 
ing-place. Stone’s Museum, which 


occupied the building adjoining the burning 
structure, was momentarily threatened with 
destruction, and the contents, including wild 
animals, works of arts, relics, wax-works, etc., 
were hastily removed down the stairway and 
across the street to a place of safety. 
Though the Museum escaped destruction, it 
suffered considerable damage, consequent on the 
rough handling of its property. Chief Sexton, 
of the Fire Department, was among the first to 
reach thescene of the conflagration, and he is 
doubtless entitled to the credit of preventing 
a great disaster. He took his position 
on the west balcony of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, facing the flames in 
the rear of the building, and the engines at this 
point of the fire, the most perilous of all, were 
worked under his personal supervision. This 
part of the building was a living mass of fire, 
from which the flames shot up with irresistible 
force, and for some time it aid not 
seem possible that they ebuld be checked, 
but hose upon hose was turned on until 
the forked fire had to give way to the 
tremendous volume of water poured into the 
roaring and crackling furnace. it seemed 
to be a providential circumstance that the 
wind was blowing from the east, as the 
strect lay westward, while a few feet to the 
east was the Merchants’ Exchange, tue finest 
building in the city, and which must have been 
burned, or, at least, the peril greatly aggravated, 
had the wind been from an opposite course.

Testimony of Son-in-Law Daniel B. 
Allen and Dr. Jared Lindsley. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 13.—In the Vanderbilt will 
case to-day the examination of Daniel B. Allen 
was concluded, aud that of Dr. Jared Lindsley, 
the Commodore’s family physician since 1837, 
was begun. The court-room was crowded, the 
policemen at the door refusing admission only 
when every inch of standing-room was occupied. 
The sensational address of yesterday had the 
natural effect to arouse unusual and 
widespread interest in the case. The testi- 
mony was not equal to Mr. Lord’s speech fn ex- 
citing qualities. Mr. Allen did not trip during 
his searching c¢ross-examiuation, and main- 
tained his composure throughout. When asked 
if he. remembered any conversation in which 
Commodore Vanderbiit, Mrs. Vanderbilt, and 
he took part, the witness said he did remember 
such a conversation, the subject of which was 
the Commodore’s father’s will. The fact of the 
equal distribution of the property among the 
children of the Commodore’s father was ap- 
proved both by the Commodore and his wife. 

REGARDING LOANS OF MONEY 
to William H. Vanderbilt, Allen said the last 
loan he remembered was in 1853. The largest 
loan was $5,000, the ordinary amounts being 
not over $500. The loans were always paid.

Quiet Demand for Loans---New 
York Exchange Firm. 


The German Currency—Treasury Sta- 
tistics—-Railroad Bonds.

FINANCIAL. 

The demand from the customers of the banks for 
accommodation was not pressing. Complaints are 
general in financial circlés of the dullness that pre- 
vails. Discount lines are low, and the loanable 
surplus of the banks is increasing. Country banks 
are not applying liberally for rediscounts, and the 
impulse given to the local mercantile demand by 
the difficulty of collections is not ‘especially en- 
couraging. Rates of discount were 8@10 per cent 
at the banks to regular re. On the street, 
call loans were 6 per cent, and time loans 708 per 
cent. The receipts of currency from the country 
continue to de in excess of the shipments in that 
@irection. New York exchange was firm, and was 
sold between banks at 60@75c per $1,000 premi- 
um. The clearings were 83. 000, 000. 

SO MUCH THE WORSE FOR THE FACTS. 

If the facts do not agree with the the theories of 
partisans, so much the worse for the facts.

„doubt that followed the passage of the Bland 
Mer bill did not check the revival of business 
whichhad begun under fair auspices.’ The check 
had already been given, as the files of gvery finan- 
cial paper in the country will show. Nor is it any 
more true that the bearish temper of speculation 
hed its origin in the passage of the Bland ball. 
The upward movement in stocks was arrested and 
the downward movement begun before 
the passage oof the Biand obill, and 
from causes entirely independent of the 
silver agitation. Trask & Stone are as disingenuous 
in these statements as the New York Journal of 
Commerce, which entered the controversy a year 
or two ago with an elaborate editorial, givinga 
purely fictitious history of legislation that had 
been enacted, in order to make the Government 
bonds payable in gold. Quotations were given 
verbatim of laus and of the text of bonds that 
never existed. If thesingle goid standard must 
be supported by such arguments as this, it must 
be a losing cause, 

THE GERMAN CURRENCY. 

A writer in the Nalienal Zeitung. of Berlin, de- 
scribes the results of the ‘‘coining and banking 
reform in Germany. Tue estimates of the gold 4 
party as to the amount of silver that would have to 
be disposed of were absurdly below the truth. 
The sum originally estimated by the German Gov- 

Sernment and by the gold party nas already 
been sold. about twice over. This event justified 
the opposMion to the demonetization scheme of 
the practical men who opposed the doctrinaires 
that proposed it. The uncovered paper money of 
Germany has been reduced by 47 per cent, say from 
611, 107,000 marke to 323. 511. 00 marks. in 
place of a silver circulation, now reduced by 881, - 
700,000 marks, we have now a gold circulation in- 
creased by 1. 172, 871, 000 marks gold coin. Not 
less than twenty-two different kinds of Govern- 
ment paper currency have been feplaced bya uni- 
form issge of the Empire (“ Reichscassen- 
scheine), and instead of thaler and florin bills we 
have ‘‘ markartea,’’ whose Circulation has nothing 
inconvenien: for the public, asthe banks accept 
them matually. From thus, it follows that in three 
and three-quarter years the coin and paper cireu - 
lation of Germany bave undergone an important 
revolution, which will only be completed after the 
1-1 and 1-6 thalers shall have been called in. The 
banks wuich have thalere in their vaults will be 
obliged to look out for gold to replace em; there- 
fore, the import of this metal from foreign coun- 
tries wil) still cause many movements in the gold 
and metal markets.

ANOTHER DISASTER. 

The following dispatch to Tue Turnen gives 
the particulars of another dreadful disaster. The 
prostration of the wires by Thursday's storm de- 
layed earlier news of the occurrence: 

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 13.—A dispatch re- 
ceived from Grindstone City this afternoon states 
that the schr Berlin, of Buffalo, struck the r@ 
one mile above that place during the gale of Thurs- 
day night, and went to pieces, Capt. A. M. 
Johnson, and the cook, a colored man 
whose name is unknown, were drowned. 
The remainder of the crew, four “in number. 
clung to portions of the wreck all night and until 
4 p- m. next day. when they were reached dy the 
life-boat and two of them rescued alive, the other 
ot Nang Captain’sson and a sailor, nameunknown, 
having shed from exposure. The names of 
the survivors are Martin Oleson and Charles Han- 
son, of Buffalo, both Norwegians.

The crew were unable to render 
him any assistance, and, owing to the heavy waves 
whieh swept over the vessel, they were obliged.to 
lash themselves to the rigging. Onc of the sailors, 
whose name cannot be ascertained, in attempting 
to fasten humself to the rigmng, was washed over- 
board and drowned. The next wave caught the

shriek, he was hurled over the bulwarks, and 
swallowed up in the dark and angry waters of the

HAPS AND MISHAPS. 

A serious collision came very near happenjng in 
the river last evening at 5:30 o’clock—shortly after 
dark.

A larre twelve-inch hawser, new, was broken twice 
before the vessel was released. She was in about 
two and a half feet of water on a sandy bottom, is 
leaking slightly, and will be docked here. 

The tug Niagara, working at the schr Monterey, 
ashore on Black River Island, was obliged to re- 
turn for another pump, Ome being insuflicient to 
raise her. 

The N. T. prop Lawrence had a rough experience 
on Saginaw Bay last Thursday night, and but for 
her plucky 1 — and engineers would have gone 
down.

Dedication of the New Magonic Hall.

KANKAKEE, Nov. 18.— The Masonic fraternity 
of this city dedicated their new hall to-night. 
This hail is said to be ove of the largest and 
most complete in any Western town outside of 
the large cities. Three months ago the Lodge, 
Chapter, and Commandery: of this city rented 
Knecht's Hall for a term of fifteen years, and 
immediately began to transform it into its 
present arrangement.

The arrangement 
of the rooms allows free intercourse with every 
room on the floor without entering the Lodge- 
room. A fire-escape will connect the floor with 
an adjoining building. Every facility and com- 
fort which the Superintending Committee could 
devise has been incorporated into the general 
plau, and the result is, as has been stated, one 
of the completest Masonic halls in the West. 

The dedication of the new Masouic Hail took 
place this evening in the presence of Masons of 
this and othcr towns, and their ladies, to the 
number of 350. Theceremonies were conducted 
by the Deputy Grand Master of this (Sixteenth)

TENNESSEE WILD-CAT. 


A Rovenies Officer’s Rough Ride in 
Putnam County of Taat State. 


He Catches an IIlleit Distiller 
Pretty Dark Night. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

‘\ Nasnviiie, Teun., Nov. 12.—“ We have had 
a terribly rough ride of it on this raid,” re- 
marked Deputy Revenue Collector Kiggius. who 
had just returned from a trip in Putnam Coun- 
ty. 

„Why so rough!“ I asked. 

“Up in that county,” said he, “you go up 
one bill and down another. It isa mountainous 
region and affords almost impregnable positions 
for illicit distillers. They don't have their wild- 
cat concerus along the roadway. They are 
just where you would least expect to find them. 
You approach them in aroundabout way. They 
are either on a high frowning biuff or down a 
deep declivity in a dell.” 

Aud how were the distilleries you discovered 
located!“ 

„Each down in a bottom. I had four men 
with me and a guide. When we reached the 
woods from which we were to descend by a nar- 
row passway down into the valley it was pitch 
dark. I could not see my hands before me. 
My horse was noteven dimiy outlined to my 
eyes. ‘Shall we go down this declivity?!?’ said 
ohe of my men hesitatingly.

A conversation was a mee | kept up 
between the two guards and May „the for- 
mer hoping by that means to know whether 
he was still with them, for they could not see 
him. But at last the heavy rain which drenched 
us through and through had the effect to 
check the flow of conversation, and it grad- 


Wally grew into a sort of spasmodic 
talk. When we had arrived at the point where 
we were to raid Robert Love’s illicit distillery, 


we made am examination to see whether our 
prisoner was still with us. The mule was there, 
tor the animal had come on with them the same 
as if he had a riaer. But the prisoner was 
gone. He had watched his opportunity, slid 
down off the mule, and escaped.”’ 

“You were successful at Love’s distillery, I 
suppose? 

„On. yes. We had to go down mi almost just 
such another place as at Maynard's, thouzh not, 
ary so dangerous. Here an interesting inci- 

ent occurred: I had been informed that 
Love slept at the distillery, which we found 
to de in full blast, and that 
he kept a Spencer rifle, loaded with seven car- 
tridges, at the head of his bed ready for use in 
case he was iutruded upon. I was anxious to 
avoid any difficulty, and thereupon determined, 
if possible, to surprise him. Fortunately, the 
door to his room was not securely fastened. We 
could hear him snoring inside. We felt certain 
he sleot soundly. The door was noiseless! 
opened, a match was lighted, the gun secured. 
the cartridges drawn, and the weapon thrown 
down in some beer, and thus rendered . 5 

Aud how about Love? 

„He was perfectly amazed, when he was 
awakened, to und us Revenue men standin: 
around him. He readily admitted we h 
gotten the best of him, and denied 
that the distillery was operated 
by him. As he was already under a bond of 
$1,000 to appear before the Federal Court next 
Avril, we did not bring him along. We de- 
stroyed the distillery and came home. Both 
the distilleries had a capacity of a barrel and a 
half of whisky per day. A warrant will issue 
for Maynard, and he will be recaptured.”’

KANSAS MILITARY CLAIMS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

TopeKa, Kan., Nov. 10.—In Tos DAur Tam- 
UNE of the 6th inst., in commenting on an As- 
sociated Press dispatch in reference to the Kan- 
sas military claims, you say that This is one of 
hundreds of bills to abstract money from the 
pockets of the taxpayers,” and style the bill a 
„Kansas grab,“ etc. 1 have been a reader of 
Tue Tumors for a number of vears, and have 
formed the opinion that Tos TAmUxR, in the 
discussion of public measures, intends to be 
just. If Iam correct, you will do the State of 
Kansas justice when you are made acquaint- 
ed with the facts in reference to this 
claim. That it is right for the Gen- 
eral Government to pay this class of 
claims is evidenced by the fact that it paid the 
State of Illinois about $550,000 for defending 
her frontier from hostile Indians. (See pp. 258, 
532, 581, and 644, Vol. 4, U. S. Statutes at -) 
The General Government also paid the States 
of lowa, Minnesota, New York, Georgia, Michi- 

an, and Mississippi. (See Vols, 5, 5, and 12, 
65 S. Statutes at Large.) So also were other 
States reimbursed, both for expenses incurred 
in suppressing Indian hostilities and also for 
expenses incurred in repelling invasion. Ohio 
was paid (act of Congress, March, 1867), Indi- 
ana same act, Missouri by act of 1866, Ken- 
tucky 1872, and other States at other times. An 
examination of the acts above cited will show 
that it has been the clearly-defined policy of the 
General Government, made uniform in its ap- 

lication to the States, to assume all just and 

egitimate expenses necessarily incurred by the 

States in protecting the lives and propery uf 
citizens of the United States dwelling within 
its borders. 

You are aware that what is now the State of 
Kansas was once set apartasa bome for the 
Indian tribes, and that even after the Territory 
was organized it was largely settled by Indians. 
After their removal to the Indian Territory, 
the State was bounded on three sides by Iu- 
dians, more or less hostile. With their inherit- 
ed hatred of the whites, intensified bv their re- 
moval from their old homes, they made this 
State the particular field for their depredations 
and incursions. For ten years, with intervals 
of the State was subject to raids and 
devastations of hostile Indians. More than a 
thousand settlers were murdered, wives and 
children were carried into captivity, homes were 
burned, property destroyed, and the horrors of 
Indian war are a.part of the history of the 
State. During a portion of the time that the 
State was troubled by Indians the General 
Government was in putting down the 
Rebellion, and could not furnish the protection 
to this State that it was entitled to by both the 
Constitution and precedents.

ANTICIPATING TAXES. 
THE RECENT SUPREME-COURT DECISION. 
A reporter of the Journal yesterday iuter- 
viewed Coniptroller Farwell in order to find 
what view the city authorities took of the re- 
ceut Supreme-Court decision regarding the bor- 
rowing of money in anticipation of taxes, as 
carried on by the City of Springfield.

COUNTING THE VOTE. 
THE CANVASS BEGUN. 

The C unty Clerk yesterday afternoon, assist- 
ed by Justices Doyle and Hammill, commenced 
the official canvass of the returns of the late 
election. The place selected for the work was 
the Clerk’s private office, an 8x10 room, and the 
attendance of lookers-on was necessarily limit- 
ed. There were present, however, beside the

e work was commenced at 2 o’clock with 
locked doors, and the First Ward returns were 
taken up by precincts. In the First Precinct there 
was a slight discrepancy between the returns 
and the tally-sheet, but nothing at all material. 
In the other precincts there were some imper- 
fections, coming of the Board selecting incom- 
petent judges and the judges incompetent 
clerks, but nothing that cannot be easily rem- 
edied and corrected. In the Second Ward the 
same condition of affairs was found to exist, 
but the errors were immat«rial and passed over. 


‘Upon the completion of the canvass of the Sec- 


ond Ward, the work was suspended until this 
moruing at 10 o’clock. 

During the progress of the canvass the . un- 
terrified on the outside, including the ** Ring” 
Commissioners and pap-suckers, were in the 
highest glee, and among them # was boldly as- 
serted that the Ring was to be perpetuated 
after all, and that Guenther wae to be counted 
in.

AT WORK IN THE DARK. 

The Judiciary Committee, intrusted with tne 
matter of reporting on the salaries of the 
county employes the coming year, held a secret 
meeting in the office of the County Attorney 
vesterday.. Why the meeting should have been 
secret cannot be divined, but it was secret, and 
whatever was done cannot be known until to- 
day, when tt will report. A reporter got a 
glance at the work done, however, before it was 
completed, and found that the allowance for the 
County Attorney was to remain at $7,000. In 
the other offices the salaries were slightly re- 
duced, but not in the proportion that the 
condition of the county’s finances would seem 
to demand. The Attorney’s salary, it is 
understood, was left at $7,000 on the supposi- 
tion that Rountree could be re-elected. If it is 
clear to-dav that he cannot be, the figures will 
be cut down to about $5,000, whereas $2,500 
would be a liberal allowance unless the new 
Board really intends to hire a reputable lawyer. 

THE COUNTY CLERK’S ASSESSMENT. 

The County Clerk has really levied an assess- 
ment of $2 per day on his men, but not for Oc- 
tober, as heretofore stated, but for November, 
and. in order not to take the amount directly out 
of their pc “kets, is to have them at the office five 
evenings in the week burning cas and story- 
telling, and in his generosity will allow them 
pay for six evenings at $2 each, which 
amount he» will see well appropriated.

The Evanston Philosophical Society held its 
November meeting Tuesday evening in the Pub- 
lic Library rooms. Mr. T. G. Frost presided. 
The attendance was even larger than usual. 

The Committee on Membership reported in 
favor of admitting Messrs. N. Butler, Jr., C. H. 


Zimmerman, and John Hamline. They were 
elected. 

Mr. A. N. Young, business partner of County 
Treasurer McCrea, read an interesting paper on 
„Exchange, —àu resume of the Ar prob- 
lems now lexing the public mind. He 
claimed, first, that labor was the real measure of 
all values, including the precious metals; that 
there was no magic about gold more than 
about iron, and that it sells in the 
market for exactly what it was worth 
measured by the standard of labor. 
Gold had been adopted as the standard by which 
other products of labor were measured, be- 
cause it possessed the necessary qualities, prin- 
cipal among which were its great value in small 
bulk, its ductility and devisibility into small 
parts, its indestructibility, and the fact that it 
was not subject to decay or change. It had 
been selected for those reasons by the civilized 
world after the trial of nearly every material in 
the world. His second point was that currency 
possessed no value whatever aside from its 
being the evidence of indebtedness and the 
promise to pay to the bearer a certain amount. 
This he expanded at some length, saying that cur- 
rency possessed exactly the same vaiue that was 
oo by any other obligation, and no more. 

t could not be classed as among the assets of a 
nation’s wealth, It was money only in the 
same sense that a receipt for wheat was 
actual wheat, and in uo other. Its value did 
not depend upon the seal of State, nor 
uvon its being made legal-tender, but upon the 
prospect or probability of its being redeemed, 
It was purely e representative of coin, and, as 
such, es ly desirable and convenient. The 
medium through which the great bulk of busi- 
ness was done be defined as consisting of checks, 
drafte, and bills-of-exchange, possessing uo 
charm nor magic whatever, and subject to but 
few legal regulations or restraints. Legislation 
was desirable to protect the people from un- 
acrupulous or unwise men issuing paper prom- 
es until amply secured. He concluded his ad- 
dress by expressing the opinion that unwise 
legislation usually resulted in allowing rogues 
to become relieved of their legal responsibilities 
for less than 100 cents on the dollar, in unset- 
tling business, in clogging the wheels of com- 
merce, and robbing industry and thrift of their 
just reward. 

The meeting being open for general remarks, 
Mr. L. J. Gage expressed his approbation of Mr. 
Young’s views on this branch of political econo- 
my: they dove-tailed with his own. 

The Rev. Mr. Packard, being, as he said, but 
“a layman in these. matters, wanted some of 
the financially erudite members of the Associa- 
tion to define “ the ethics,” so to speak, of the 
matter, and tell the moral bearing of the action 
of Congress in these monetary affairs. 

Judge Henry G. Miller stated that, in his 
opinion, the action of Congress was simply and 
positively wicked.“ That was the wav it lay 
ou his conscience. He thought that coin was 
the only real money; paper with astamp on it 
could not, by any perversion of the laws of 
Nature or finance, be made — The ten- 
dency of the action of Congress had been to 
divert the minds of the people from industry, 
and imbue them with alonging for money; it 
had depreciated property and similar matters of 
real value, and was fast crushing out healthy 
industrv. — 

The Hon John H. Kedzie looked at it from a 
somewhat different standpoint. He denied that 
‘silver men,“ as be called them, by seeking the 
remonetization of silver, were endeavoring to 
defraud their creditors. He .analyzed the sub- 
ject of real-estate depreciation, and, touchin 
upon the honesty of the Congressional proceed- 
ings relative to silver, declared that the men 
who had demonetized it were alone guilty of 
that charge,—not those seeking to. remonetize 
it. The very men who “ engineered “ the de- 
monetization bill through Congress did it so 
surreptitiously, to say the least,—yes, so fraud- 
ulently, in fact,—that even some of the very men 
who voted for it did not know that the demon- 
otization clause was in it. He conceded, how- 
ever, just as much honesty to those holding 
opinions adverse to his own as to his co-think- 
ers. He thought, though, that, as a matter of 
fairness, the silver dollar should be reinstated. 

Mr. J. J. Richards made somewhat extended 
observations, and was followed by Mr. J 8. 
Murray, after whom others spoke ana the meet- 
ing adjourned.
